Ir needs no physiologist to teach us what will 
become of the pith and stamina of the Irish race, if it 
be submitted much longer to the joint operation of 
the emigrant ship and the workhouse. It is no slight 
trial to the physical vigour of our population that 
year after year it is drained of its hardiest and most 
enterprising members by emigration. The reduction 
of physical standard due to this cause alone is pro- 
bably asSgreat as would result from three or four of 
such campaigns as that which is now drenching with 
blood the plains of Northern Italy. But if to this 
annual abstraction from the adult bone and sinew of 
our people be added a fearful waste of infant life, 
and still more fearful ruin of infant health, among 
the inmates of our workhouses, it is easy to see that 
our population must rapidly decline both in numbers 
and in physical type, and that the sparse and decrepid 
remnants of our flourishing peasantry will soon fail to 
supply either soldiers for our army, or labourers for 
our fields. Some years before the famine of 1847, a Bel- 
gian savant instituted a comparison between the various 
European races as to average height, weight, muscle 
and powers of endurance. People were somewhat 
surprised at the time to learn that the result of the 
comparison was to place the Irish foremost in all 
particulars. Undoubtedly a similar investigation at 
the present day would tell a very different tale. The 
race is obviously deteriorated. Stunted forms and 
sickly faces are painfully prevalent. The Irish la- 
bourer, the Irish country girl, are no longer what 
they were. O'Connell himself could not now pro- 
nounce them the “finest peasantry in the world.” 
Recruiting officers return to head-quarters reporting 
that healthy young men of the regulation height 
cannot be had, reduced as that height hasbeen. Far- 
mers complain that profits are eaten up, not by the 
nominal increase of the labourer's wages, but by the 
real diminution of his efficiency. 

Of the two causes that concur to produce this 
waste and degeneracy of the national stock, one is 
altogether beyond control; the other is as complete! 
within it. We cannot check the flow of emigration 
from our shores; but we can, and on grounds of 
prudence as well as humanity we ought to, arrest the 
destruction that is running riot in our poorhouses. 
The dimensions to which this evil has attained, we 


jat Cork, which has more than verified our strongest 
assertions. The investigation has however done more 
than this. It has thrown a new light on the causes 
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easionally slept two in a bed, but such was not the 
rule. The ventilation was faulty, but not so bad as 
that which the out-of-door poor have to endure. 
Indeed any one who is acquainted with the sleeping 
arrangements of an Irish cabin, with its manure-heap 
immediately outside the door, will find great diffi- 
culty in believing that the atmosphere of the 
Cork Workhouse, however vitiated, can be respon- 


sible for the destruction of life that has taken 
place. As to the locality of the house it 


does not appear to be particularly unwholesome. 
Cork is mot, in samatory respects, a well-situated 
city; but there are districts in it, which must be, on 
all recognised principles, much less favourable to 
health than that in which the workhouse is placed. 
The district called the Marsh, for instance, is far 
more unwholesome, lying lower, and being very 
subject to inundations. Yet we never observed or 
heard that the children that throng the streets in 
this part of Cork are characterised by a ricketty or 
scrofulous condition. It is not therefore the locality, 
nor the want of ventilation, nor the want of 
food, nor the quality of the food, nor any other 
of the physical causes which were suggested that 
has caused the low and scrofulous type so 
ptevalent in the Cork and other workhouses. 
Neither does it seem to be any combination of these 
causes, for eqally advcrse combinations exist else- 
where, without producing the same effects. We are 
therefore forced to the conclusion that the root of 
the mischief is to be found in the moral rather than 
the physical circumstances of the case; and that if 
the workhouse children suceumb to hardships which 
fail to blight children reared in the poorest families, 
that the solution of the mystery is this, that the in- 
stitution of the family, the moral action of the mother 
and the father, and the brothers and sisters on the 
child's affections is as necessary to a sound healthy 
condition of the body as it is to that of the heart and 
life. Mind and body, we know, are connected by 
innumerable relations; they act and react on each 
other in a thousand ways that would never be ex- 
pected, if they were not a matter of daily experience. 
The Irish workhouse is a new instance of the fa- 
miliar law. You cannot abolish the domestic life in 
which the child was insended to grow into the 
ráan, without seriously impairing the physical life 
as well. You cannot ' with impunity remove 
foundations on which the order of society is 
built. You cannot be wiser than the Divine 
Architect. This arrangement of mankind in families, 
which you think so cumbersome and costly, is, after 
all, cheaper as well as better than your regiments of 
pauper fathers in this oblong, your regiments of 
pauper mothers in that, and your joyless, sapless, 
crowds of pauper children in a third. The life of 
man is not a merely vegetative—not even a merely 
animal life: he has instincts and emotions as well 
as a digestive system; they are inextricably twined 
together, so that what kills the one will blight and in- 
jure the other. The pining workhouse child is a new 
illustration of the truth that man cannot live by bread 
alone. 


Tat the war is intensely popular with all classes of 
the French was sufficiently proved by the prompti- 
tude with which the loan of twenty millions was con- 
tributed. Our readers will recollect that the great 
majority of the subscribers were for small amounts, 
and that the amount subscribed was nearly three 
times as great as that which the Government pfo- 
posed. If any additional proof of the popularity 
of the war is needed it will be found in a 
letter to the Times, which we extract in another 
column, and which is evidently the production of an 
observer of a very different stamp from the bam- 
boozled correspondent who, writing, from the Aus- 
trian head-quarters, indites delusions which even 
the Times has not the courage to endorse. “ What 
struck me much more forcibly,” says the traveller 
over Mont Cenis, “ was the rush of French volun- 
teers to the scene of action. I had them in my com- 
pany, men of all ranks and conditions, in every 
class of railway waggons, in every train, Parisians 
many of them. St. Antoine and St. Honoré equally 
emptied themselves of their contents.” Another and 
much less agreeable item of intelligence we are pre- 
sented with is that these volunteers, “ free and easy in 
their talk, full of love, of glory, and adventures, with 
golden vision of epaulets and smiling Italian beauties,” 
are also “ full of inextinguishable rancour against—not 
Austria, but England.” We can well believe it. Here 
we have been for years palavering about our sym- 
pathy with the oppressed nationalities, hurling plat- 
form denunciations against the tyrants of Hungary, 
Poland, Italy ; vaunting ourselves as the champions 
of civil and religious liberty ; our Gladstones writing 
letters about the prisons of Naples; our Palmerston's 
getting into power on the credit of a “ spirited foreign 
policy,” &c., &e.; and when the hour strikes when 
a nation can be emancipated, when a despotism, or a 
foreign oppressor is really trembling in the balance, 
all our valorous talk and our much-paraded love of 
liberty collapses in a trice; and if we arm at all, we 
arm only to side with the oppressors whom we de- 
nounced, and to bind faster the chains on the 
victim whom we deluded into resistance. The 
French know well that England could now 
speak one word at Vienna that would release the 
Italian provinces from Austrian domination. That 
word is, that England will lend no help to Austria, 
till Lombardy and Venice are free—will lend her no 
help, though the war rage from the Rhine to the 
Vistula, and though the Cossack and the Zouave 
should bivouac in Vienna. But England will not 
speak this word. | 
French influence would be too dominant. in Italy, 
were Austrian influence expelled : and so, having the 
fear of Cherbourg before our eyes, and having no 
confidence in the First Lords that undertake from time 
to time to re-construct our Channel fleets, we allow 
Austria to cherish hopes of our eventual assistance ; 
we encourage Prussia to reckon on our alliance; and 
Hanover and Bavaria, and the smaller fry of the 
Germanic Diet, to flatter themselves that another age 
of subsidies is about to rain English gold on them. 
But no information contained in this valuable letter 
is of such value as that which it gives us concern- 
ing the “ pert thod and discinli : 
which the people of the various parts of the 
Peninsula ate proceeding.” Italian unity, we have 
been always told, isa dream. You cannot get Pied- 
montese to unite with Tuscans, or Romans with 
Neapolitans. The dream begins to look wonderfully 
like reality when this unprejudiced and rather scep- 
tical Englishman writes that “the Italians keep 
within the line of operation traced out for them with 
a submission and confidence which give them the 
compactness of an army.”

(From the Times of Yesterday.) 


The Proclamation offering a liberal bounty to seam 
volunteering for service in the Fleet has been followed by 
another notification, framed with equal judgment. 
Circular which we yesterday published the authoriges 
of the Admiralty have instructed all commanding officgrs 
to receive Volunteers with considerate treatment, and 
impress upon their subordinates the necessity of atten 
ing to the same observances. This remarkable ord 
implies two distinct admissions. It is equivalent in it 
purport to an acknowledgment that merchant seamen 
have hitherto had something to apprehend on joining 
the Navy, and it carries with it an official undertaking 
that these apprehensions shall in future be removed. 

We must say that the “unfortunate repugnance for 
the Navy” to which this circular plainly alludes is 
devoid, in the main, of any sound foundation. Neither 
the objections produced by seamen themselves nor the 
admissions made by the Admiralty point to any serious 
or material grievance. The rate of pay is entirely a 
question of adjustment. It is possible that the wages 
offered in the Navy may admit of more attractive 
distribution, but it is certain that, upon the whole, 
they are as good as those procurable in any other ser- 
vice. Taking the professional life of a sailor from be- 
ginning to end, with all its contingencies and all the pro- 
visions required for meeting them, it is beyond question 
that the terms obtainable in the Royal Navy are 
equal to any which can be found elsewhere. The 
nature of the duty, again, can hardly be made account- 
able for the repugnance prevailing ; or, at any rate, such 
ought*not to be the case. Discipline may be irksome at 
first, but it tends as much to the real comfort of the crew 
as tothe general efliciency ofthe ship. Large bodies 
of men assembled in a narrow space must submit, if for 
their own sakes only, to certain rules of behaviour. 
Emigrant vessels are managed on similar principles. 
Then a ship of war is never undermanned, as is often 
the case in merchantmen. The complements assigned 
to the various vessels of a fleet include strength 
enough for every species of duty, nor are the crews 
ever taxed beyond their power. The provisions 
are excellent, good medical assistance is always at 
hand, and the command of the ship is exercised 
by competent officers ‘under a constant sense of 
responsibility. How utterly these conditiofs may be | 
reversed in a merchant vessel we need not Great 
commercial companies may observe good i 
many of the ships constituting our m 
the sailor gets the very worst treatment.

they have really a basis of removable fact. We believe 
that to a great extent they have originated in the “ tra- 
ditional misrepresentations” to which the circular re- 
fers, but it must be remembered that for the traditions 
in question there was once some ground. There was 
certainly a time when tyranny was not unknown in the 
navy, and when too many comanding officers earned bad 
reputations. It is astonishing how long the effect pro- 
duced by such practices will last, especially when it is 
the interest of any class to perpetuate the impression. 
We have no doubt that the Queen’s servich is wilfully 
maligned, but such statements acquire their air of pro- 
bability from the known usages of the generation, 
nor can it be very difficult to persuade a seaman that 
certain treatment which his grandfather did really expe- 
rience may be in store for himself. 

If we examine, however, the particular injunctions 
now laid upon commanding officers throughout the fleet, 
we must needs admit that there could have been very 
little wrong where so little is pointed out for observance. 
Nothing is directed beyond that species of consideration 
which any Captain of ordinary judgment and well regu- 
lated temper would have observed for himself. A volun- 
teer from a merchant vessel to a man of war finds a new 
state of things around him, and undertakes certain fresh 
obligations.

Paris, Taurspay, Mar 26.—The Moniteur publishes 
the folluwing telegram :

THE BATTLE OF MONTEBELLO. 
The Times has received, via Vienna, an account of 
this battle, forwarded by its correspondent at the Aus- 
trian head-quarters. It is dated Pavia, May 26th :— 
“Count Stadion passed the Po on the 20th, with 
26,000 men, to ascertain the position of the French. He 
found them at Casteggio, which place he stormed. He 
then came up with Baraguay d’Hillier’s army, near 
Montebello ; he attacked it so as to make the enemy dis- 
play his strength. In the fight Stadion was wounded, 
and had ten officers killed and 16 wounded, about 500 
men were killed and wounded. The French brought 
fresh troops up by rail during the battle. At night Sta- 
dion retired, having effected his purpose. The Aus- 
trian head-quarters are at Garlasco.”’ 
NON-INTERVENTION DEPUTATION TO LORD 
DERBY 


Yesterday the Lord Mayor headed a deputation to the 
Prime Minister, to present the memorial emanating from 
last Friday’s public meeting, held in favour of strict 
non-intervention. Lord Derby assured them that the 
Government had no intention or desire to alter in any 
way the policy of noa-intervention. Alluding to the 
rumoured alliance between Russia and France, his Lord- 
ship said that the Government had received repeated 
I positive assurance from Prince Gortschakoff that 
no such treaty existed, and that the written memoran- 
dum which had been exchanged between the Russian 
and French governments in no way affected the interest 
of the country.

“ The loss of the enemy must have been considerable, 
to judge by the number of killed found, especially in 
the village of Montebello. 

“ We have taken about 200 prisoners, among whom is 
a colonel and other officers. 

“Some powder-waggons have also ‘allen into our 
hands. 

“ As regards myself, M. le Maréchal, I am happy that 
my division has been the first engaged with the enemy. 
This glorious ‘ baptism,’ which recalls one of the noblest 
names of the Empire, will, I trust, mark one of those 
stages mentioned in the order of the day of the Emperor. 

“I am, with respect, M. le Maréchal, 
“ Your very humble and very obedient servant, 
“The General Commanding the 1st Division 
of the 1st Corps, 
“ Forey. 

“P.5.—From information I have received from all 
quarters, the strength of the enemy could not be under 
from 15,000 to 18,000 men, and if I should believe the 
statements of the prisoners, ii would exceed that number 
considerably.” 

The following extract is taken from a letter published 
in the Constituttonnel of Tuesday, dated Alessandria, 
2ist May :-— 

“ Yesterday, at about mid-day, the advanced posts of 
the Piedmontese, who have charge of our lines before 
Voghera, heard firing in the direction of the little village 
of Casteggio, and immediately sent word to General 
Forey. ‘This general, not believing from what he had 
heard that any more important movement had been 
made by the Austrians than a reconnaissance, imme- 
diately advanced in the direction of the sound, with 
about 500 men, Scouts were, however, thrown forward, 
and these soon astertained that the enemy was present, 
12,000 strong, having with him a detachment of cavalry 
and two batteries of artillery. 

“General Forey at once gave orders for the advance 
of the rest of his division, and while this order was in 
execution the 500 men keptthe Austrian army in check. 
--The conduct of our soldiers at this juncture appears 
to have been really admirable. At onr time Colonel Cam- 
briels was seen with only about a hundred men round 
him, giving orders for firing, and himself taking part in 
the action most heroically. 

“Qn the arrival of the division the engagement 
became general. The artillery were not able to work 
their guns rapidly in consequence of the bad condition 
of the am However, at the same time that two 
guns were successfully directed against the main body 
of the Austrians, two others were carried by our soldiers 
up on toa rising ground, and swept the plain most 
beautifully. 

“ Attacked at close quarters with anJextraordinary 
degree of energy and vigour, the Austrians retired, and 
our troops pursued them as far as Montebello, driving 
them out of this village with wonderful impetuosity. 
Each, however, had to be attacked separately—in every 
street separate engagements took place ; but nowhere, 
and for no single moment, did the numerical superiority 
of the enemy prevail. As soon as Montobello was occu- 
pied the occupation of Casteggio was commenced. The 
result was the same; and it is a remarkable fact that 
although the Austrians themselves have been the ag- 
gressors, they have lost more ground than would have 
been the case if they had waited to be attacked. 

“With regard to the loss on the Austrian side, I am 
assured that 2,000 of their men have been killed or 
wounded, and 200 taken prisoners. Among the prison- 
ers is a colonel wounded, and about twenty officers. As 
far as relates to materiel, one caisson only has been taken 
by our men, and this is, in fact, only an exchange, since 
w ehave ourselves lost a caisson. 

“History will begin the account of the campaign 
against Austria by the announcement-—Battle of Mon- 
tebello, 20th May, 1850, 2,500 against 12,000.” 

The following is another account of the engagement :— 

“Torin, May 21.—On Thursday it was well known 
at head quarters that an Austrian corps, about 6,000 
strong was assembied at Stradella, and that it had eom- 
menced its march along the Voghera road, the artillery 
using the causeway, and the horse and foot the level 
ground on the north. But the public never imagined 
there was anything in it. It was a mere reconnaisance, 
a feint, too transparent not to be seen through, &c. 
This opinion seems to have extended to head quarters. 
It appears that during the night, from the 
19th to the 20th, the Emperor was knocked up in the 
middleof the night by an aide-de-camp from Marshal Ba- 
raguay d’Hilliers, telling him he expected to be attacked 
at daybreak, or very soon after. “ Est-ce la tout?’ re- 
torted the Imperial Commander-in-Chief, “ce n’etait 
vraiment pas la peine de vous deranger?” (“ What, is 
that all?

THE LATE KING OF NAPLES.) 

The King of Naples, Ferdinand II., was borh on the 
22nd, of January, 1810, and was the son of Francis I. by 
his second wife, Isabella Maria, the Infanta óf Spain. 
In the year 1830 he ascended the throne of the Two 
Sicilies, at a time when that country was in a most 
disorganised state. No actual rebellion, howewer, took 
place till 1848, although from his accession} to that 
time no single year had passed in real tranquility. 
The troops at first made scarcely any show of resist- 
ance.

He gained in the war of the Crimea a reputation for 
chivalrous brav Thus, at the battle of the Alma, 
a short time before the signal was given for the charge 
on the Russian batteries, when Marshal St. Arnaud had 
ordered the regiments most exposed to the enemy’s ar- 
tillery to lie down, General Beuret, then eolonel of the 
29th Regiment of the line, remained on horseback in 
sight of the entire army. Later, still, at Inkermann, 
at Traktir (the Tchernaya), and at the Malakoff, he 
gave additional proofs ofthe heroic valour which carries 
soldiers along with it.

Both parties of the police separated, and the 
stone-throwing recommenced as violent as before, C 

with my party down the street again. The stone-throwing 
was most furious. While charging they came on us from the 
front and rere. Charged to a little below Gamble’s, The stone- 
throwing was so desperate that I had to face round my party 
and charge up again. The stone-throwing continued as usual 
in front, and when we got up a short distance, in our rere. If 
anything, the stone-throwing was increased, if possible. Mr. 
Bell was the magistrate. While I was charging up Broad- 
street the last time, several of the men asked me would I allow 
them to be killed. Had no gun myself, and fired no shot. Did 
not consider the lives of my men in danger at that time, but 
considered them in the greatest danger afterwards, before the 
order to fire given by Mr. Bell. Thought it necessary that 
the order should be given. If in sole charge of the party on hic 
responsibility would have given that order. The men under 
my command were not of my own district. Knew some of 
them to be a long time in the service. I am stationed at 
Glin and Mr. Bell resides at Castleconnell. Saw some of my 
men immediately after the occurrence. Out of my party of 
42 men 27 were struck. Before the firing | endeavoured to 
clear the streets and free oursslves from danger by the bayo- 
net. The stone throwing never ceased for one second from; 
the time of the charge up to the time of the firing. It did 
not cease till after the last volley was given. 

To Mr. Barry—Thinks the party were countrymen.

All that I saw throwing 
stones were strong men. There were three or four shots fired 
first.

The Rev. Mr. Lynch, director of the Reformatory at Glan- 
cree, which has been establishsd under the 2ist and 22nd 
Vic., chap. 103, read the report of the institution, in which 
there are now 13 boys employed at agriculture and other 
useful occupations. It was stated in the report that in the 
year 1858 alone the number of male offenders, under the age 
of sixteen, convicted in Dublin of various offences, amounted 
to 500. They might have been transmitted to the Reforma- 
tory had it been in existence. The Reformatory is situate 
at Glancree, in the barracks there which have been recently 
purchased from Government for that purpose. 

The Hon. Charles Langdale proposed the first resolution to 
the effect that the report read by the direction of the Glancree 
Institution be adopted by the meeting. He observed that the 
entire success of the institution depended on the support 
which he was sure it would receive from the citizens of 
Dublin, to whom the reformation of juvenile criminals was of 
the highest importance (hear, hear). 

Mr. rence Waldron, M.P., seconded the resolution, which 
was then put and carried. 

Mr. Thomas O’Hagan, Q.C., in coming forward to propose 
the next resolution, was received with loud cheering. He 
said he had been requested by the committee to make 
a few observations with reference to the nature of the 
Act of Parliament under which the Reformatory is estab- 
lished at Glancree. ‘The qnestion did not address itself 
to the passions or the sectarian feelings of any man, but 
it was a question of mercy and justice, and of the highest 
social interest, and one in which they were deeply concerned,

--punish when you must--reform when you can (hear, hear). 
Every succeeding day they saw improvements in the system 
of their jurisprudence, and in the condition of the prisons, 
which were no longer now what they were, for almost withiu
